Jerusalem Fost Arab Affairs Reporter 
Egypt appeared last night to 
have been stunned by the postpone- 
ment of the Big Four meeting yes- 
terday and the fact that U.N. Sec- 
retery-General U Thant had put off 
his Mid-East report to the Security 
Council The news was flashed on 
the Cairo Radio networks, which 
said that the postponements were 
“sudden and without explanation,” 
The Egyptians | were anxiously 
awaiting the Four-Power meeting 
and U Thant's report before for- 
mulating their attitude to the cease- 
fire due to expire midnight Sunday. 
Egypt's President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday presided aver a five-hour 
joint meeting of the National De- 
fence Council aud the Executive 
Committee of the Arab Socialist 
Union, the country’s only political 
party. No statement was issued sub- 
sequently, but Cairo’s semi-offictal 
daily “Al-Ahram” earlier reported 
that the Egyptian position would 
be announced by President Sadet in 
8 nation-wide address “before the 
cease-fire expired.” 
‘AL AHRAM’ VIEW 
“Al-Ahram” said thet Egypt was 
expecting the Big Four to make a 
“positive" move which would in- 
clude a definition of their basic at- 
titudes towards the implementation 
of the Security Council resolution 
and en Israeli withdrawal. The 
newspaper added that Egypt's chief 
delegate at the U.N., Dr. Moham- 
med Hassan e-Zayyat, has been in- 
structed to inform Ὁ Thant that 
Cairo would not be content with a 
mere communique by the od Four. 
Meanwhile, President Sadat yes- 
terday sent a message to Sudanese 
head of state Maj.-Gen. Ja'afar 
e-Numeiry 2s a part of his recent 
contacts with Cairo’s partners in 
the Tripoli charter federation which 
includes Sudan, Libya and Syrie. 
Syria's acting President, Genera] 
Hafez al-Assad, said yesterday that 
the main aim of his new regime 
was to “eliminate the occupation.” 
In Jordan, Minister of In- 
formation Adnan Abu Odeh told 
the pariamentary committee for 
foreign affairs that Jordan insisted 
on the implementation of the Se- 
curity Council resolution and Is- 
veel’s withdrawal from all Arab 
lands, “chiefly Jerusalem.” There 
have been no reports from Jordan 
of unusual military movements.

LONDON. — Britain's -first postal 
strike since the “Peony Black” was 
tntroduced 130 years ago ended 
early yesterday . Services 
will begin returning to nonmal from 
Monday, but the Post Office expects 
i will be six weeks before every- 
thing is running smoothly. 

The strike lasted 44 days, long 
enough to break records. The post- 
men stayed out two days longer than 
‘the merchant seamen in 1966. This

pute became a tug-of-war between 
the Government end organized la- 
bour as a whole. As in 1926, or- 
ganized lebour ‘looked over the 
brink, shouted into the abyss, then 
drew back. 

As one Fleet Street commenta- 
tor put it, the Trades Union Con- 
gress was prepared to fight to the 
last postman. The unions were 
not, however, prepared to finance 
the strike. The Postmen’s Union 
had no strike fund. As the difpute 
dragged on, requests for hardship 
money from postmen in distress 
increased. 

Richer unions offered interest- 
free loans, but were unwilling to 
make outright grants on a big 
enough scale. Tom Jackson, the 
postmen’s level-headed leader, 
found his union sinking deeper and 
deeper into ~debt and concluded 
this week that he must end the 
strike to save the union. 

Jackson has made no effort to 
present yesterday’s compromise as 
8. victory. The Post Office hag not 
increased its ,8 per cent pay offer. 
The settlement provides for a public 
and binding inquiry into both the 
wage claim and the financing and 
management: of the Post Office, 
which made the subtle transition 
under the fast Labour Administra- 
tion from Government Department - 
to state corporation.

Dr. Bowen, 60. ἃ pioneer in the 
development of radar, cloud physics 
and radio astronomy, retired this 
year as Chief of the Radio Physics 
Division of Australia's Common- 
wealth Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search Organization. He had been 
seconded to the CSIRO from the Air 
Ministry of Eritain during World 
War ΤΙ, and after two years de- 
cided to make Australia his home, 

Born in Swansea, South Wales, 
he graduated from the University 
of Wales with first class ‘honours 
in physics in 1980 and ‘took his 
Master of Science degree the follow- 
ing year. He then went on to study 
at King's College, London, where he 
took his Doctorate of Philosophy on 
the subject of cosmic rays in 1934. 

Tt was suggested at that time by 
another British scientist, Sir Robert 
Watson-Watt, that radio waves 
could be bounced off incoming air- 
craft as a means of detection. 

Working for the National Physical 
Laboratory at Teddington, Dr. Bowen 
and another scientist, A.F, Wilkin, 
made the first experimental equip- 
ment which was successfully tested 
in 1935, 5 

Dr. Bowen was transferred to the 
Air Ministry and continued working 
on radar equipment at a secret base 
at Orfordness and later at Bawdsey. 
By the end of 1935, the improved 
radar which resulted was detecting 
aircraft at 100 miles.

In. 1940 a secret British mission 
under Sir Henry Tizard, the chair- 
man of the Air Defence Committee, 
was sent to the United States 
charged by Prime ‘Minister Winston 
Churchill with handing over scienti- 
fie and military ‘secrets. These in- 
cluded British developments in the 
fields of radar, jet engines, rockets 
and anti-aircraft predictors. 


Radar expert 


‘Dr. ‘Bowen was the radar expert 
on the team. He spent 10 months in 
the U.S. passing on British radar 
technology. On returning τὸ England, 
Dr. Bowen was involved in further 
research in the sophistication of 
radar until January 1944 when he 
was seconded to the Radio Physics 
Division of the CSIRO of Australia 
to assist with radar development. 

In Australia Dr. Bowen is often 
referred to facettously a3 the rain- 
maker because of his contribution 
to cloud physics and his work on 
artificial rain making. Ἢ 

“Rain. making was not really in 
our field but in 1946 we had airborne 
radar in aircraft for experimental 
(purposes which could detect rain and 
hail. So we began studying the phy- 
sics of rain formation. ' 

“About that time there were. re- 
ports from America that if you 
threw dry ice into certain types of 
cloud you could induce rain to fall,

to embark on a full-scale research 
programme,” : 

Dr. Bowen's team came up with 
the idea of using silver iodide crys- 
tals for seeding clouds. ‘Silver iodide 
has the same crystal structure and 
the same dimensions as ice. When 
sprayed into clouds they induce 
wmoisture to crystallise and eventual- 
ly fall as rain. 

The rain-making technique, Dr. 
Dowen sald, has been of tremen- 
dous economic importance to Aus- 
‘tralia. Rainfall in areas covered by 
rain-making aircraft has been “as- 
tonishing high” over the past 15 
years, he said. Four aircraft opera- 
ting over the wheat belt of New 
South Wales and the dry western 
part of Victoria heave substantially 
cut .crop. losses from drought, Dr. 
Bowén said. 

The CSIRO has passed on its 
cloud seeding technology to many 
other countries, including Israel, 
Chile, the Philippines, Korea, Peru 
and Bhodesia. 

Dr. Bowen, has been responsible 
for many other developments in- 
cluding an electronic calculating 
machine which was one of the 
world's first computers, but it is his 
work on radio astronomy which is 
considered his gréatest contribution. 

Radio astronomy began in Austra- 
lia during World War II when war-

During the Apolio 13 -mission 
Parkes was urgently requested by 
the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration to track the space- 
craft after an explosion put the 
command module out of action. “The 
whole thing was Very merginal,” 
Dr. Bowen recalls. “Signals from 
Apollo 13 after the mishap were 
1,000 times weaker than those re- 
ceived from the lunar landing module 
‘of Apollo 11. Signals were un- 
readable half the time and Parkes 
and Gokistone were the only stations 


. which could hear them for a large 


part of the time.” 


Quasars found 


To date, the greatest contribution 
to selence by the Parkes telescope 
has been the discovery of the first 
quasars or quasi-stellar radio sources 
in 1968. These. mysterious objects, 
Many more times distant than the 
previously observable universe, ap- 
pear to be-galexies, the centre of 
which has ‘blown up. 

The Parkes telescope thas also con- 
tributed a great deal to man's under- 
standing of pulsars which were 
discovered by scientists at Cam- 


‘bridge ‘University, in Britain. Pui- 


sears are neutron stars consisting of 
matter in a highly concentrated 
state. They are-smalier than earth’s 
moon but of matter so dense they 
are equivalent té 1000 suns. Pulsars 
rotate at very’repid speeds — up 
to 3000 revolutions per minute —

With growing realisation that 
management methods of the past 
were no longer adequate for the 
needs of an expanded and more 
-complex Soviet economy, many eco-

Pair of would-be

The two immigrant students from 
Poland who conspired to hijack an 
El AI jet and force it to fly over 
European capitals, dropping leaflets 
opposing Israeli withdrawal from 
the administered territories, were 
given suspended jail sentences in 
the District Court here yesterday.

20 years for

Two nurses from the Jerusalem 
area pleaded guilty In the Ramallah 
military court yesterday to mem- 
bership in el-Fatah and giving in- 
formation to the enemy. 


Mary Khelr, 32, of Beit Jalla and 
Suad Abu Attas, 28, of Bethlehem, 
were sentenced to one year in jail 
and another year suspended. They 
had worked at the Jericho Govern- 
ment Hospital and were arrested 
last November. 


The two women sald they had 
gone to Amman on a trip in March, 
1969, and got into a discussion with 
a cab driver about the Fatah. They 
finally asked him to drive to Fatah 
headquarters, where a man named 
Abu Zalah indoctrinated them and 
signed them up. They were told to 
take photos of military ingstalla- 
tions, recruit others into the or- 
ganization, and distribute seditious 
literature in the West Bank.

New knitwear plant for Ashdod

Two Jews .of Turkish origin, 
Rafael Ergaz and Avraham Savar, 
won "“approved-enterprise" status 
this week ‘for a IL1.Sm. knitwear 
plant in Ashdod. 


They are partnered by a big frm 
in Switzerland, and will make $2m. a 
year of polyester fabrics, including 
jacquards and jerseys, 80 per cent 
of it for export. The firm will start 
with 30 employees, and output will 
double in two years, ἃ spokesman 
said. Speciality of the enterprise is 


that, ‘We both texturise and knit 
the yarn ourselves," he explained. 

Also approved this week is a 
plant to process offal. It will be 
attached to the regional slaughter- 
house in Shaar Ha'Negev. Invest- 
ment comes to HL750,000, and plan- 
ned output to 500 tons, or 1500,000. 
Operation is automated, with three 
employees only. In due course, the 
Plant will process material from 
other slaughterhouses too. 

One aspect arousing approval is 
that it provides a sanitary form of 
waste-disposal for Israel's abattoirs. 


SOVIET ENCYCLOPEDIA IS

TEL AVIV. — 
David Ben-Gurion this week la- 
belled the Soviet Encyclopedia a 
pack of lies. Looking fit and well 
after his recent illness, the former 
Premier was appearing as guest 
speaker at Irgun Imahot Ovdot's 
monthly luncheon. He was delighted, 
he said, to have the opportunity of 
saying some of the things he had 
intended to say at the Brussels Con- 
ference on Soviet Jewry where he 
had suffered from an indisposition. 
“I bad also intended to lecture 
on the Russian view of the Jews — 
but that I shall now publish in due 
course in‘ a ‘special article. Every 
word the Russians print about the 
Jews is a lie. They put ont the big- 
gest encyclopedia tn the world — 
80 volumes in ali. I didn’t have the 
time to read it all of course but 1 
did read all the chapters concerning 
the Jews, in Israel, in the Diaspora, 
on every aspect. Not a word of it 
was true.” » - 
Launching into lengthy reminis- 
cences, he proceeded to speak of 
the first, second and third Aliyot, 
the development of the Hebrew 
language, the problems of the first 
Jewish settlers in Palestine and 
the days of the British Mandate. 
He would digress from the theme 
of Soviet Jewry then return to it 
suddenly again, relating various ex- 
periences. 
He recalled the visit to Israel of 


Ivan Maisky, the Russian Ambassa-. 


dor to Britain shortly after the Sec- 
ond World War. “I took him to Kir- 
yat Anavim, Ma’ale Hahamisha—he 
Was amazed and impressed by all 
he. saw. As we were returning to 
Jerusalem, he suddenly asked to be 
taken to Me& Shearim. A special 
armed convoy was arranged, and 
he spent several hours there. When

realised he must be a Jew.”
